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The amendments dated 7/7/2008 and 9/23/2008 are acknowledged but said 
amendments will not be entered because the amended claims do not comply with 
sequence rules. 

It is noted that in reply to compliance with sequence rules letter of 10/3/2005 
applicant filed a new sequence listing which was entered into the Office database on 
12/02/2005. However, said sequence listing is confusing because the sequences 
therein do not match the hard copy version of sequence listing present at the time of 
filing. In addition, no explanations as to where in the disclosure the new sequences are 
originated from and why they differ from originally filed sequences, as required by the 
letter of 1 0/3/2005 is of record. 

On 1 1/21/2008 and 1 1/24/2008 the examiner called Ms. Janet Cord, the attorney 
of applicant, to inquire about the support for the sequence listing provided on 
12/02/2005, as the original examiner of record (Ex. Mitra) has retired from the Patent 
Office and hence, this case was transferred to the instant examiner of record. However, 
no reply was received . 

The examiner hereby requests applicant to kindly provide detailed explanations 
as to where in the disclosure, the sequences listed in sequence listing of 12/02/2005 
originate from in response to this office action, in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .821 (e-g), 
1 .852(b) or 1 .825(d) and why the contents of the sequence listing of 12/02/05 does not 
match that of WO2004/043485. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given

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is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.
